WOMEN AS WORKERS. 


Great 
t ‘ rr®*« Achiev ed by Thruo In 
Library 
<d Educational Occupation*. 
Nowhere * 1 * as in America has wo­ 
man’s .« phere as a worker been so ma­ 
terially enlarged. 
With our adv ancing 
line.* * i civ ilization industries hav e mul­ 
tiplied and div ided during the present 
c* nt* ry more than a hundredfold, and 
with the subdiv isions of labor many 
kinds of work hav e been almost entirely 
handed ov er to the women. 
From the 
domestic and moral duties she has pass­ 
ed out into so many other occupations 
that it is hard to say from what pursuits 
she will be excluded. 
First she began as a teacher in schools 
of the v ery lowest grade, and step by 
step she lias adv anced until now she is 
doing nearly all the educational work of 
this country with children under 16 
years of age. Gradually she worked her 
way into colleges and univ ersities, and 
slit* is now found fully installed as a 
regular prof» -.-.« or in some of these semi 
nan*.-of learning, and she fills the posi­ 
tion as creditably as her fellow workers 
of the strong* r ex. Such a thing would 
hav e been tolerated a century ago m but 
few communities 
Prior to her occupancy of the major 
portion of the educational field she had 
already begun to transact business on 
her own account in retail establishments 
in cities and towns, sometimes as pro­ 
prieties,« , but roost frequently as em­ 
ployee. 
By degrees these occupations 
hav e multiplied so rapidly that at the 
present time there are perhaps not less 
than 200 different occupations now suc- 
cessfully filled by women, and her work 
is not confined by any means to mere 
routine drudgery. 
| 
There is no doubt that women phy­ 
sicians are just as skillful, more sympa­ 
thetic and as well informed as their 
brothers in the profession. 
Within the 
memory of many now liv ing the time 
was that a woman regularly authorized 
to practice medicine would hav e been 
regarded as a freak ot nature. 
But si­ 
lently she came, and to stay, in that 
profession in which the snake is an em­ 
blem of medical knowledge, and now 
Hie is looked upon with as much fav or 
as the male practitioner. 
In law, too, she has made her appear­ 
ance, and it will take some legislativ e 
enactment stronger 
than the Monroe 
doctrine to ou.->t her from the courts. 
On the side of directiv e power she has 
displayed m many fields of activ ity as 
much energy, skill and rare good judg ­ 
ment as men. 
In literary and educational work she 
has d oub tl e s s achiev e« ! her greatest suc­ 
cess. 
Women when placed alongside of 
men in managing large graded schools 
m this country hav e been equally as 
successful as the v ery best class of men, 
and m almost, ev ery large system of 
schools in the United States some of the 
superv isors are women of the highest 
executiv e ability. 
I 
They are performing a species of work 
that men cannot do v ery well. Not only 
this, many of the most efficient and in­ 
telligent librarians in the libraries of 
this country are women of rare ability, 
: skill, tact, energy and practical direct- 
! iv *' power. 
Here in Kansas City a fair 
j estimate puts tint number of woman 
i wage earners at not less than 12,000 
1 persons, and perhaps as many us 15,000. 
Take this as a basis, and then extend it 
and apply it to the whole United States, 
and one can readily see what is meant 
by women workers. — Kansas City Jour- 
; nal.
